Old 
Main  still  stands,  but  the  other  buildings  and  open  spaces  de- 
picted here  have  been  replaced  by  the  current,  much  larger 
campus.  Our  2012  yearbook  is  a commendation  of  the  mile- 
stones reached  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Pem- 
broke. The  founding  of  this  school  in  1887  stimulated  a period 
of  academic  achievement  and  campus-community  partnership 
that  has  been  sustained  and  strengthened  into  the  competitive 
and  vibrant  university  we  know  today,  a place  where  honoring 
our  heritage  substantiates  the  possibilities  of  our  future.

Soaring  into  Our 


As  students  at  the  University  of  North  Car- 
olina at  Pembroke,  we  are  encouraged  to 
seek  the  hawk  within  ourselves.  But  what 
does  this  really  mean?  The  red-tailed  hawk,  our 
mascot  since  1999,  is  a symbol  of  courage,  speed, 
power,  and  vision  for  all  students  and  athletes  to 
aspire  to,  according  to  former  Chancellor  Joseph 
B.  Oxendine.  The  hawk  is  a valuable  representa- 
tion of  our  campus  and  its  history. 

In  1887  the  Croatan  Normal  School  opened 
as  a school  for  the  American  Indians  of  Robeson 
County  with  15  students  and  one  teacher.  It  moved 
to  this  location  in  1909.  Now,  125  years  later, 
UNCP  has  nearly  6,900  diverse  students  with  41 
undergraduate  programs  and  17  graduate  degree 
programs.  Our  past  is  an  indication  of  our  future; 
dedication  to  education  and  the  power  it  has  to 
transform  lives  is  the  hallmark  of  our  campus  and 
its  people. 

In  2012,  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Pembroke,  we  must 
remember  the  tradition  of  progress  and  opportu- 
nity which  led  us  here.  We  must  let  it  be  our  guid- 
ing hand  as  we  soar  into  our  future,  as  a campus, 
as  graduates,  and  as  beneficiaries  of  an  incredible 
experience,  being  a part  of  the  growth  of  UNC 
Pembroke.

On  Saturday,  July  2nd,  Cody  Khan,  a 
rising  senior  at  UNCP  and  a brother 
of  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  stepped  off  a street 
curb  in  Wilmington  and  was  struck  by  a driv- 
er who  did  not  have  his  headlights  on.  Cody 
was  rushed  to  New  Hanover  Regional  Medical 
Center  where  he  slipped  into  a self-induced 
coma.  While  in  a coma  Cody  required  sur- 
gery on  his  jaw,  eye  socket,  and  chin.  Cody 
was  kept  in  intensive  care  for  the  duration 
a of  his  coma.  He  was  placed  on  a respirator 
| and  feeding  tube.  He  also  battled  pneumonia

allowed  to  see  him,  they  still  came  to  offer 
support  to  his  mother  Charlotte,  father  Sum- 
my,  and  sister  Kameron.  They  also  held  sever- 
al fundraisers  throughout  the  year  dedicated 
to  Cody’s  medical  bills.  The  brothers  camped 
out  on  the  UC  lawn  for  three  days  collecting 
= money.  They  named  the  fundrasier  Camping 
| for  Cody.  The  fraternity  raised  nearly  $2,200 
I in  the  weeks  leading  up  to  Homecoming.

Cody  woke  up  in  September  after  two 
months  in  a coma.  He  went  home  to  Salis- 
bury to  stay  with  his  family  and  was  mak- 
ing great  strides  in  learning  to  walk  and  talk 
again.  His  brothers  in  Phi  Kappa  Tau  contin- 
ued to  visit  him  when  they  could  and  looked 
forward  to  the  day  when  he  would  be  able  to 
join  them  again  on  campus.

[noted  in  his  charge  to  the  557  December  2011  graduates. 
Seventy-two  graduate  degrees  were  conferred  on  Friday  evening, 
December  9,  and  485  undergraduate  degrees  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, December  10.  Celebrations  were  in  order  as  commencement 
speaker  Newy  Scruggs  said,  “This  is  one  of  the  top  10  days  of 
your  lives.”  In  his  speech,  Scruggs  advised  graduates  to  “run 
your  own  race.” 

Because  commencements  are  also  beginnings,  celebrations 
were  tempered  with  the  advice  that  “come  Monday  the  world 
awaits  you,”  said  Dr.  Robin  Cummings,  chair  of  UNCP’s  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Some  graduates,  such  as  Socoria  Dial,  were  ready  for  Mon- 
day. “My  job  is  helping  kids  stay  out  of  the  criminal  justice  sys- 
tem,” said  Dial,  who  majored  in  criminal  justice  and  works  at  a 
pre-kindergarten  program  at  nearby  Prospect  School.  "It  can  be 
done.”

Residence  Life  provides  qualified  staff  to  help  meet  the  needs 
of  students  living  in  the  Residence  Halls  as  well  as  a compre- 
hensive programming  component.

UNC  Pembroke’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Residence  Life  will 
also  take  over  all  operations  of  Courtyard  Apartments  on  July  1, 
2012.

L.  Jie  2011-2012  school  year  kicked 
off  with  a University  address 
_J  by  Chancellor  Kyle  R.  Carter,  in 
which  he  discussed  the  “new  nor- 
mal” for  students  at  UNC  Pembroke. 
Dr.  Carter  stated  that  the  new  budget 


realities  would  require  the  school  to 
look  for  ways  to  do  more  with  less. 
Another  aspect  of  the  university’s 
current  state  is  the  drop  in  enroll- 
ment for  this  academic  year.  Provost 
Ken  Kitts  said  that  most  of  the  de- 
crease in  enrollment  was  caused  by 
students  who  did  not  return,  either 
because  they  could  not  pay  their 
bills  or  because  of  the  new  academ- 
ic standards.  Cuts  in  state  funding 
caused  the  school  to  raise  tuition 
and  fees,  while  students  faced  the 
loss  of  financial  aid  and  higher 
academic  standards.  The  university 
budget  was  reduced  by  more  than 
$7  million.  “These  reductions  are 
daunting,”  Chancellor  Carter  said. 
“There  will  be  budget  tightening 
across  the  campus.”  The  NC  Teach- 
ing Fellows  program  is  also  suffering 
greatly  due  to  budget  cuts.  Forty-one 
of  the  500  NC  Teaching  Fellows  are 
enrolled  at  UNCP.  The  North  Caro- 
lina General  Assembly  cut  the  pro- 
gram by  eliminating  the  entire  2012 
class,  and  many  expect  them  to  end 
the  program  completely  in  the  near 
future.  Because  the  university  has 
kept  a close  watch  on  hiring,  only 
three  employees  at  UNCP  were  lost 
due  to  budget  cuts. 


n the  new  academic  standards,  Dr. 
'Carter  said,  “We  hope  that  raised 
expectations  will  encourage  students  to 
be  serious  about  their  academics  from 
day  one.”  The  new  policy  for  undergrad- 
uates made  effective  in  the  fall  2011  se- 
mester states  that  students  must  main- 
tain a cumulative  2.0  GPA  to  remain  in 
good  standing.  Academic  probation  will 
result  if  GPA  falls  below  2.0.

Closely  tied  to  the  rich  history  of  the  university,  the  Department 
of  American  Indian  Studies  offered  to  educate  students  in 
American  Indian  culture.  Individual  courses  were  offered  to  stu- 
dents looking  to  study  regional  Southeastern  Indian  peoples  or  to  look 
broadly  at  Native  peoples  throughout  the  Americas. 

The  department  hosted  several  speakers  and  events  this  year,  in- 
cluding the  third  annual  Native  Foodways.  This  event,  as  in  years  past, 
drew  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  community  members  to  learn  more 
about  native  foods  and  customs. 

Students  who  wished  to  dive  into  all  the  lessons  of  past  civiliza- 
tions, governments,  and  developments  were  indulged  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  History.  Future  teachers  and  researchers  began  and  continued 
their  search  to  understand  the  political,  social,  and  cultural  aspects  of 
the  modern  world  and  the  rise,  flourishing,  and  decline  of  major  civili- 
zations in  the  past. 

The  English  language,  writing,  and  traditional  and  contemporary 
literature  were  studied  by  students  majoring  in  English  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  English  and  Theatre.  Students  also  worked  on  student  publica- 
tions such  as  The  Aurochs,  an  award-winning  student  literary  magazine. 
Students  also  educated  themselves  in  foreign  languages  such  as  Span- 
ish, French,  German,  and  Chinese.

The  Department  of  Mass  Communication  is  the  home  of  stu- 
dents majoring  in  Broadcasting,  Journalism,  and  Public  Relations.

Continuing  the  season  with  an 
equal  mixture  of  wins  and  losses,  the  Lady  Braves  finished  out  their  season  in  the 
PBC  tournament  with  a record  of  21-24.

Soaring  High 

Setting  records  and  winning  a championship  are  common  goals  of 
sports  teams.  In  2011,  the  Braves  kept  their  eyes  on  the  prize  and 
brought  home  the  PBC  Championship  trophy;  they  also  broke  the 
school  record  of  thirty-seven  wins  by  finishing  out  the  season  with  forty- 
four  wins.  With  a 2-1  victory  over  Augusta  State  on  May  12th,  2011,  the 
Braves  not  only  won  the  championship,  but  also  earned  a spot  in  the 
NCAA  Southeastern  Region  Tournament. 

From  the  beginning,  the  Braves  proved  that  the}-  meant  business 
during  the  2011  season.  Opening  the  season  with  a 9-3  victory  against  An- 
derson and  then  continuing  that  winning  streak  for  three  more  games  put 
the  Braves  in  the  sights  of  a national  ranking.  Early  in  the  season,  UNCP 
was  ranked  thirtieth  only  to  jump  in  the  rankings  multiple  times  to  reach 
a program-best  ranking  of  third. 

Many  players  had  a vital  role  in  this  season’s  victories.  Josh  Haley,  a 
junior  from  Fayetteville,  NC,  and  Braxton  Lewis  were  named  to  the  2011 
All  State  College  Division  Baseball  Team  by  the  North  Carolina  Colle- 
giate Sports  Information  Association  (NCCSLA).  Lewis  was  selected  for 
First  Team  All-Conference  and  received  the  PBC  Tournament  Most  Valu- 
able Player  award  to  finish  out  his  second  season  with  the  Braves.  Coach 
Paul  O’Neil  will  begin  his  12th  season  with  the  Braves  in  2012.  O’Neil  is 
also  an  assistant  athletic  director  for  UNCP.

An  eventful  season  occurred  for  the  Braves  on  the  track  in  2011. 
It  was  a season  of  personal  bests,  many  victories,  and  retirement. 
Both  men’s  and  women’s  track  and  field  teams  performed  at  their 
best  this  season  finishing  with  at  least  one  team  member  within  the  top  ten 
rankings.  Starting  off  strong  at  their  season  opener  at  the  Liberty  Open 
in  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  the  Braves  had  Maurice  Eubanks  grab  a first 
place  finish,  and  Jessica  McDowell  finished  tenth  in  the  200  meter  dash. 
The  victories  continued  throughout  the  season  with  headliners  Maurice 
Eubanks,  Karlos  Jordan,  Pardon  Ndhlovu,  Jessica  McDowell,  Katherine 
Davis,  Livia  Mahaffie,  and  Ashlee  Doughty. 

Senior  Maurice  Eubanks  has  been  a great  competitor  over  the  course 
of  this  college  career.  Just  this  season  alone,  Eubanks  finished  within  the 
top  ten  rankings  in  each  race  he  competed  in.  He  even  made  another 
appearance  at  the  NCAA  Division  II  Outdoor  Track  Championship  in 
California.  After  his  13th  place  finish  in  last  year’s  competition,  Eubanks 
logged  two  sixth  place  finishes  in  this  year’s  championship. 

AJ  Davis,  Jr.,  a junior  from  Beullaville,  NC,  placed  high  in  his  com- 
petitions in  men’s  hammer  throw.  Davis  won  his  competition  in  the  South- 
east Region  Championships  with  a distance  of  46.3  meters.  Zachary  Bax  - 
less,  Chris  Schroll,  and  Karlos  Jordan  all  competed  to  their  best  in  their 
competitions  shaving  seconds  off  their  personal  bests. 

For  women’s  track,  Katherine  Davis  competed  well  in  hammer  throw 
competitions.  She  made  her  first  appearance  in  the  historic  Penn  Relays 
with  a 12th  place  finish,  throwing  49.52  meters.  Davis  was  named  the  2011 
U.S.  Track  & Field  and  Cross  Country  Coaches  Association  (UTFCCCA) 
Southeast  Regional  Female  Field  Athlete  of  the  Year.  She  also  holds  the 
school  record  in  both  the  hammer  throw 
and  discus  throw. 

Both  teams  had  an  excellent  season 
and  are  planning  to  have  a great  one  in 
2012  under  a new  head  coach.

On  the  course  in  the  spring  2011  season,  the  Lady  Braves  soared 
above  all  of  the  rest.  Playing  well  as  a team  and  individually  is 
what  made  them  the  team  to  beat  for  the  Peach  Belt  Conference 
Championship  title.  Practice  and  dedication  to  the  sport  that  has  been 
described  as  both  relaxing  and  frustrating  at  the  same  time  placed  these 
ladies  among  the  best.  By  the  end  of  their  spring  2011  campaign,  for 
the  first  time  ever,  the  Lady  Braves  had  won  the  Peach  Belt  Conference 
Championship  and  also  made  an  appearance  in  NCAA  Southeast  Re- 
gional Tournament,  finishing  eighth.

Starting  off  the  season  with  a third-place 
finish,  the  Braves  had  some  work  to  do,  but  they  kept  their  eyes  on  the  prize  and 
worked  harder  at  the  next  competition.  At  the  Richmond  Rendleman  Invitational 
in  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  the  team  walked  away  with  the  title  after  a playoff  win 
from  Jordan  Walor. 

Walor,  a junior  from  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina,  has  made  many  headlines 
in  his  golf  career  at  UNCP,  as  well  as  other  parts  of  the  southeast.

Posted  to  be  fourth  in  the  PBC’s  Preseason  Coaches’  Poll,  the  Lady  Braves  kicked  their 
2011  season  off  with  a show-stopping  win  against  Barton.  With  a shutout  score  of  13-0, 
the  Lady  Braves  began  their  season  in  hopes  of  making  it  to  the  NCAA  Tournament. 
Continuing  their  winning  streak  for  another  game,  the  ladies  met  Mount  Olive  on  the  field  to 
finish  out  their  match  with  a tie  of  IT. 

In  the  game  against  Barton,  the  team  broke  a UN CP  record  for  margin  of  victory.  The 
previous  record  was  set  in  2003  when  the  ladies  ended  the  match  with  a score  of  12-0  against 
North  Carolina  Wesleyan.  Goals  were  scored  by  Rebecca  Womack,  Britany  Padilla,  Amalia 
Arvidsson,  Fanny  Forsman,  Andrea  Collen,  Frankie  Berscak,  and  Elke  Groothuis.  There  were 
many  assists  in  the  game  and  great  teamwork  from  all  of  the  players. 

Fanny  Forsman,  a Swedish  native  defender  for  the  Lady  Braves,  was  a top  player  this  sea- 
son. Mid  season,  she  logged  eleven  starts  in  twelve  games,  played  a total  of  1,115  minutes  on  the 
field,  and  posted  a career-high  three  goals  this  season  along  with  tallying  one  assist.  Forsman’s 
success  continued  throughout  the  season  and  was  rewarded  with  the  honor  of  being  named  to 
the  PBC  All-Conference  First  Team  and  the  All-PBC  Tournament  Squad. 

Goalkeeper  Britney  Bennett  was  another  great  player  this  season.  Only  a sophomore,  Ben- 
nett proved  to  be  a top  player  on  the  field  in  many  games.

After  a great  2010  season  with  a record  of  19-14,  the  Lady  Braves  geared  up  for  another 
season  on  the  hardwood.  Preseason  polls  picked  the  team  to  be  sixth  in  the  conference 
after  last  season’s  results,  and  they  planned  to  do  much  better  than  that.  Serving  off 
their  season  with  a victory  over  Carson-Newman  at  the  Francis  Marion  Invitational,  the  Lady 
Braves  quickly  pushed  ahead  of  the  Eagles  for  a 25-17  score  in  game  one  and  25-12  score  in 
game  two.

Practice,  hard  work,  and  dedication  to  the  sport  were  the  keys  to 
success  for  the  Braves’  basketball  team  this  season.  Posted  to  be 
second  in  the  conference  by  the  PBC  Coaches’  Poll,  the  Braves 
took  to  the  court  with  pride  ready  to  play. 

In  the  season  opener  against  St.  Andrew’s,  the  team  showed  that 
they  were  a force  to  be  reckoned  with.  Shahmel  Brackett  led  the  team  in 
points  with  21  points,  and  George  Blakeney  led  in  rebounds  with  17. 

Continuing  in  the  season,  the  Braves  managed  to  hold  off  Lander 
for  their  PBC  opener  in  early  December.  Winning  this  game  gave  them  a 
four-game  winning  streak,  following  their  loss  to  Wingate.  Shahmel  Brack- 
ett scored  15  of  his  team-best  22  points  in  the  opening  half,  senior  Marcus 
Heath  registered  17  points,  George  Blakeney  added  15,  and  KJ.  Cooper 
finished  his  night  with  10  points.  Senior  Mike  Robinson  totaled  a game- 
best  nine  rebounds  for  the  Braves  as  well. 

The  biggest  game  of  the  season  occurred  in  none  other  than  the 
Dean  Dome  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Tickets 
went  on  sale  a week  before  the  game,  and  students  were  lined  up  for  hours 
to  get  them.  Once  the  tickets  went  on  sale,  they  sold  out  within  an  hour, 
with  a waiting  list  pages  thick.  Starting  the  game  off  strong,  the  Braves  led 
the  Tarheels  for  a few  minutes  in  the  first  half.  However,  the  speed  and

On  the  mat  this  season,  the  Braves’  wrestling  team  brought  out 
their  best  competition  yet.  Winning  their  first  dual  meet  against 
Belmont  Abbey  with  an  outstanding  score  of  47-6,  the  team  co- 
nitnued  conquering  on  the  mat  all  the  way  to  the  NCAA  Division  II 
Wrestling  Tournament. 

All-American  Mike  Williams  travelled  to  the  NCAA  National  Cham- 
pionship in  Pueblo,  California,  along  with  teammates  Shane  Nolan  and 
Daniel  Ownbey.  These  three  men  represented  UNCP  very  well  with  top- 
ten  finishes.  Nolan  finished  his  run  in  the  tournament  with  a sixth  place 
finish.  Ownbey,  a redshirted  freshman  from  Asheville,  NC,  finished  third 
in  the  tournament  with  four  straight  wins  in  his  141  weight  class  bracket. 
This  trio  gave  the  Braves  an  overall  eighth  place  finish,  which  is  the  best 
finish  since  the  2004-2005  squad  finished  seventh. 

Williams,  a junior  from  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  dominated  the  mat 
this  season.  Weighing  in  a 165  pounds,  he  held  strong  at  number  three  in 
the  national  rankings  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  only  to  climb  to  the 
number  one  spot  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Williams  brought  home 
multiple  titles  for  the  Braves  this  season.  The  NCAA  National  Champion- 
ship title  was  among  them.  His  national  championship  victory  was  the  first 
ever  for  wrestling,  and  the  first  in  thirty  years  in  sports.
